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The year began. for me with an auto accident at the corner of 75th and 
Beverly Road, and, looking back over the year, it presaged a year of sudden and 
dramatic change in so much of our life and worship at the Church of St. Matthias.

enriched experience regarding worship and the Church. 


We ended our first six months activity with the Church School Picnic 
at Fischer's Pool in Lansdale on June 20th.

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What have we accomplished in 1970, and what plans do we have for 1971? 
These are the natural questions that arise at the beginning of each year, and I 


shall try, in a brief way, to answer theme 


The Vestry, as you are well aware, is entrusted with the secular resp- 
onsibilities of the parish. This includes maintenance of the properties, exer- 
cising stewardship over the finances, and generally assisting the Rector with his 
multitude of responsibilities. Thanks to the effort of a dedicated group of men, 
both within and outside the Vestry, we have been able to keep our plant in most 


excellent condition and maintain a reasonably healthy financial posture. 


There are several troublesome areas, mainly the Church organ, which is 
showing signs of age, and which is causing us increasing concerns The heating 
systems are another source of concern, especially the Church heater, which also 
is at an age where constant repairs are required. The hot water heater failed us 
during the year, and had to be replaced. We have never been able to afford a 
"Depreciation Fund", which all sound businesses should have; hence when a piece of 


equipment needs replacing, it is a real calamity. 


We are also plagued with our share of vandalism = broken windows, broken 
and plugged rain spouts, ete. These latter cause rain water to flood the Under- 


croft and damage the paint and the masonry. 


As was brought out at the Congregational Meeting in October, the Diocese 
has set up new standards for Rector's salaries, which we cannot meet. Accordingly, 
we have applied for financial relief from the Diocese, a contingency which will, in 


no way, affect our standing as an Independent Parish. 


West Oak Lane has suffered even more violent changes this past year. We 
have lost many members, and our young people have fled to the suburbs, taking many 
children from the Church School, All of this has had a disasterous effect on our 
finances, as well as seriously affecting attendance in our Church School and at our 
Services. For the past 2+ years, we have been conducting a “Welcoming In" campaign 
for new families in the area, with the hope that we can continue to serve the area 
with its spiritual needs. It is our sincere belief that we must and can play an im- 
portant role in the life of this community. 
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We regret the loss of more of our older familiese We also have lost three 
Vestrymen: Henry Noble, Raymond Phillips, and William Sowden. It is our sincere hope 
that they will continue to be members of our beloved Church. Our sincere thanks for 
the fine work they did for us over the years. And a special welcome to Mrs. Murdock, 
our first Vestry-woman. What a joy to have someone like Mrs. Murdock move in to 
bear a share of Vestry responsibilitye 


In closing, permit me to say that with all our misgivings, there are so 
many bright spots in the life of our parish, not the least of which was the Annual 
Bazaar held in November. This was a classic example ofa fine, all-out parish 
effort, and was a rousing success. Many thanks to all the fine people who made this 
possible.

Our newer members must get involved. We need help in our Choir, 
in the Altar Guild, in our Church School and in our Women's Organization.

EVERY MEMBER CANVASS 


For 1970, with the assistance of the Rector, the entire envelope system 
was given a through scanning, and a number of inactive menbers were dropped. We 
finally arrived at a list of members whom we were sure could be counted on to be 
active contributors, and broke the list down into three categories: (a) those who 
have been faithful supporters through the envelope systems (b) those who did not 

se their envelopes on a regular basis; (c) those who had no envelopes at all. An 
appropriate letter was sent to those in each of the three groupings, apprising all 
af the necessity of active and regular giving, if our Church were to function pro- 


perly as a center for the doing of God's will.

The final result was that about 160 sets of envelopes have been distri- 
buted, and the total annual giving from this source has been estimated to be be- 
tween twelve and thirteen thousand dollars.

congregation, and it is our sincere hope that they will be used faithfully.
